Dan  should  be  able  to  help 
connect  you  with  the  appropriate  City  folk.  I have  copied  Dan  on  this  e-mail  as  well  to  get  the  process  started. 

Also,  the  Chamber  along  with  neighborhood  stakeholders  are  in  the  process  of  establishing  a BID  for  your 
section  of  the  neighborhood!  Once  the  BID  gets  underway  I am  sure  we  will  be  heavily  involved  in  homelessness 
issues  as  well.  We  are  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  process  so  know  is  the  perfect  time  for  your  to  get 
involved.  The  proposed  HOLLYWOOD  WESTERN  BUSINESS  IMPROVEMENT  DISTRICT  (HWBID)  will 
advocate,  as  its  main  function,  the  creation  of  street  scape  improvements,  along  Hollywood  Boulevard,  between 
the  101  Freeway  and  Edgemont  Street,  and  along  Western  Avenue,  between  Franklin  Avenue  and  Melrose 
Avenue.  This  should  include  your  address  at  5173  Hollywood  Blvd.  I have  copied  Katie  and  Aaron  of  Urban 
Consulting  on  this  message  so  that  we  can  be  sure  that  you  are  kept  abreast  of  the  BID  formation  as  it  makes 
its  way  through  the  City  Process.

If  your  business  would  like  the  LAPD  to  remove  unwanted  visitors  from  your  area,  the  process  is  as  such. 


1 . Your  business  must  post  specific  signage  at  your  location  in  a visible  area 

2.  Then  complete  and  submit  a Trespass  Arrest  Authorization  Form  to  the  LAPD 


1.  For  the  signs: 

There  is  specific  language  to  be  printed  on  the  signs  (sample  attached)  and  the  signs  should  be  made  of 
material  that  can  be  bolted  into  the  side  of  the  building,  so  they  may  not  be  removed.  The  Sign  Studio  in 
Burbank  has  done  many  of  the  signs  in  our  community  and  already  have  the  template  with  the  required  specs. 
These  signs  are  approximately  $40  each  and  your  logo  can  be  added.  Please  contact  Julie  at  the  Sign  Studio  to

2.  For  the  Trespass  Arrest  Authorization  Form: 

Once  your  sign  is  up,  simply  fill  out  the  Trespass  Arrest  Authorization  Form  (attached).  This  completed  form 
enables  any  of  your  employees  to  call  LAPD  when  there  is  a trespasser  on  site  and  gives  LAPD  authorization  to 
remove  that  person  immediately.  The  completed  form  must  be  brought  to  the  Hollywood  Division  Police  Station 
at  1358  N.  Wilcox  Ave.  and  will  become  active  the  moment  it  is  submitted. 

This  program  is  already  working  for  many  of  our  Chamber  members  and  is  an  excellent  way  for  us  to  support
